Jan. 29.—Since I Jast addressed you under date the 24th inst., we have 
had divers hindrances to our finding food for the stamps. I mentioned the 
breaking of the crank of our engine. No sooner was that repaired, than our 
working barrel gave evident symptoms of decay ; after patching it in various 
ways, and endeavouring all in our power (but in vain) to make it hold on 
until the water was “in fork,’’ I was obliged to decide on putting in the 
new seven-inch barrel, which (the sinking lift being a five-inch) has given us 
no little trouble to make them “‘ pull together.’? This job has only this 
moment been completed; and I hope now, in a couple of days, to be again 
at work on the western ground. The weather has, I am happy to say, 
cleared up a little, and seems more settled, which will enable us to make 
some proonees with the many heavy jobs on hand. Our gold reports are not 
what I coald wish, but you must plainly see that the quality of the lode is 
not to blame, and this is no trifling satisfaction ; for the hours stamping the 
produce is fair, although I confess, I have not for a very long time seen 
more unpromising stones, but we are on out known poorest parts. Our deep 
adit ends are still seventeen fathoms apart, and if (both ends included) we 
extend three fathoms & month, it will, I think, be the outside.

Feb. 25.—Engaged in introducing improvements of importance in the 
management of the mine in order to be prepared for the approaching appear- 
ance of the ‘‘ planes’’ to.form an advantageous system, if they should turn 
out good, as there is reasonto suppose from what has been seen below Santo 
Tomas. The water having been lowered in barranco about twenty-four 
varas, leaves no doubt of our being able to see the bottom of the mine before 
the dispatch of the next packet ; a most interesting moment for the company, 
from anxiety to ascertain the final result of the undertaking.

May 25.—Since the report which was presented to the ~proprietors at the 
annual general meeting, which was held on the 30th inst., the directors have 
received very satisfactory information from Mr. Kurtz, and from their agents 
at the mines in Oaxaca, strongly confirmatory of the leading points adverted 
to in the annual report. First, as to the continued favourable result of the 
wet stamping, concentration, and gold pan amalgamation of the poorest 
class of ores from the halvans of the different mines—the result of three ad- 
ditional trials being now reported with the same average profits as previous 
ones. The second wet stamping mill, at Yavesia, was rapidiy advancing to 
its completion, and was expected to be at work by the middle or latter end 
of April. The most favourahle part of the intelligence received is that, how- 
ever, which relates to the operations in the mines on the San’ Francisco de 
Asis lode—the most important of the trial works undertaken by Mr. Kurtz, 
on his return to the mines in March, 1837, after receiving the sanction of 
the proprietors at the general meeting held in August, 1836. 

On the subject of these mines the agents write, under date the 24th of 
March last, as follows :—We addressed the board of directors on the 17th 
inst. On the eve of closing our monthly dispatches, of that date, we received 
from Mr. Kurtz the gratifying intelligence that the lode in the San Em gdio 
mine had been met with. We did not, however, allude to the circumstance 
at that time, being anxious to have it confirmed by personal. inspection, and 
further investigation, prior to ourdoing so. This investigation and inspec- 
tion having since taken place, we have now much. pleasure in being able to 
confirm Mr. Kurtz’s report, not only as to the fact that the lode has been 
cut, at three distinct points, but that it has been found in ore. 

We are now very anxious to procure five or six cargas from each working, 
in order to have them assayed, and to report the result to the directors. The 
lode appears to be very soft, and a quantity of water rushes from it, which, 
however, is considered according to all mining experience, a good sign, as it 
denotes that it comes from the principal body of the lode. A few stones taken 
at random have given the following results by fire assay :—One from the 
frente Jesus Maria, six ounces per quintal of ore; another from the cross- 
cut, three ounces per quintal. 

We, however, beg the directors not to place much reliance on these partial 
assays, made more for the purpose of ascertaining what these chance stones 
would give, than for forming any idea of the quality of the great body of the 
lode. It is not our wish to mislead—we state the facts as we find them—at 
the same time remarking, that the only fair way to ascertain the richaess of 
the lode, will be, to crush and assay a number of cargas from each point 
which has been discovered, and then to report the average result. This shall 
be done as soon as Mr. Kurtz can send down the requisite quantity of ore to 
the hacienda, which, if the packet should be delayed a weck, we hope to be 
able to do by this month’s mail. It is a curious coincidence, that the lode 
should have been discovered at three distinct points of the mine, almost at the 
same time, although the frente of the lowestadit, Jesus Maria, is upwards of 
250 varas distant from that of the upper adit, Soledad, which is driven 
farther into the heart of the mountain. Thus, therefore, in the course of-one 
short year of patience and perseverance, has the lode been met with in one 
of the most promising mines which the company possesses in this district, 
and it is to,be hoped will realise all the expectations formed of. it, both in 
England and in this country.

Feb. 15.—La Purisima.—Santa Victoria.—The pit of this name has been 
communicated with the front to. the) south-east of the old pit of Dolores. 
The pit and two fronts of San Porfirio are producing small quantity of com- 
mon ores, amongst which some rich narrow threads occasionally present 
themselves. In the pit of San Rafael a very rich thread of ore crosses the 
whole working towards the lower part, above which a fair quantity of com- 
mon class is found. The front to the south-east has just been communicated 
with the pit of Santa Lucia, iu which the ores are not so abundant as for- 
merly; the advanced point or centre containing a small portion only of the 
more common classes ; but at the same time bunches and threads of superior 
quality are still met with on each side of the working. The front to the 
south-east of this pit has been communicated with that of Los Apostoles, 
which is not advancing in quite so prosperous a state as mentioned in the 
last report, but the produce is still very important, both as to quantity and 
quality. The front of Apostoles has undergone the same slight change as 
the pit: the lode in both poiats has become very compact, and whenever this 
happens, the ores are for the most part found in threads. Little variation 
has taken place in the pit of Pilar. An improvement has shown itself within 
the last few days in the front of San Lazaro ; a bunch of ore, of good quality, 
has been cut in the advanced point. The two fronts of Santa Irene are:pro- 
ducing a small quantity of the common classes of ore. The cross-cut hag 
been communicated with the original front of San Rafael, and an opening has 
been made between the lower part of Santa Irene and the old frunt of La 
Merced.

San Hermion.—In the pit of Varones a cross-cut to the upper part of the 
lode was commenced a few weeks’ ago, and a bunch of ore, of good quality, 
has just been reached. The pit of San Matias is producing a small portion 
of ordinary.ore. Forty-nine pair of barmen have been employed by day, and 
thirty-four pair are employed by night, when the number can be completed. 
The weekly produce of ore, in the rough state, has averaged 1750 cargas, 
which, when picked, have yielded 430 cargas of azogues of 13marcs per 
monton in the patio, and 2 marcs plata de ley in the arrastres. Sixty cargas 
tierras de mortero, and 344 cargas tierras de labor, together, of nearly 
6 marcs per monton in the patio, and 1 marc plata de ley in the arrastres. 
The water is being lowered slowly, having gone down about two varas since 
last report. _ It has now been lowered altogether 184 varas. 

San Cayetano,—The fourth pit of Jesus contains at present rather more 
ore than it has done for some time past, and there seems to be a slight im- 
provement in its quality. ‘ihe pit of San Feliciano is likewise looking a 
shade better. These two workings have just Leen communicated by a front 
opened on the north-west side of the latter. The pit of Santa Elena was 
advancing on such ordinary ores that it was deemed expedient to suspend 
the working of it. Some small bunches are being followed up in the front to 
the south-east. The pit of San Evaristo has likewise been suspended, its pro- 
duce being of the most ordinary class; and the front of San Feliciano is now 
being driven, almost in barren ground, as the advanced point to the south- 
east of San Cayetano, and likewise of the whole mine. Eighteen pair of 
barmen have been employed in San Cayetano by day, and as many are em- 
ployed by night, when the number is completed. ° 

San Pio.—In the pit a small quantity of very ordinary cre is found, 
amongst which some small threads, of a fair quality, occasionally present 
themselves. The front of the contracielo contains some bunches of good 
quality, together with the more common ores, Six pair of barmen ‘have been 
ewployed in S. Pio by day, and five pair are employed by night when the 
number is completed, which very frequently does not take place. The weekly 
produce of ore in the rough state from San Cayetano and San Pio has aver- 
aged 1160 cargas, which, when picked, have yielded eighty-five cargas of 
azogues and three cargas of tierras de mortero, together of nearly six mares 
per monton in the patio, and one marc plata de ley in the arrastres. 

San Miguel.—4.70 varas have been driven since the last report, without any 
particular variation having been observed. In following up the old working 
met with in the front to the south-east of Dios te Guie, some considerable 
advance towards the south-east has been made, but no examination of the 
ground just laid open has yet taken place, as the workmen have been em- 
ployed in securing the space that has been cleared of rubbish. A narrow 
body of common ores was cut in the cross-cut, anda pit was commenced, 
but the ores failing entirely, the point has been abandoned. The front to 
the north-west is at present the only productive point, aud a fair sprinkling 
of ore is found all over the working ; a few small bunches, of good quality, 
are sometimes met with: 102 cargas of azogues and 33 cargas of tierras de 
mortero, of six or seven marcs per monton in the patio, besides a good re- 
sult in the arrastres, have been sent to the hacienda of Barrera. There have 
been four sales of ores extracted by the buscones, amounting in all to 
445,244 3, of which one-half, $22,622 1 4 belongs to the mine, and ores 
to the amount of 4361 1 have been sold on account of the mine.

Guanaruato, March 19.—Mine of Rayas.—The court will have been pre- 
pared, by the tenor of my last letter, for the unfavourable account which I 
have now to communicate in respect to the actual state of this mine. The 
important workings of Purisima have been gradually declining both in 
quality and quantity of produce for some time, but curing the last week the 
falling off, in both respects, has been forcibly developed by the extraction of 
ores (after picking) having fallen to 651 cargas, of an inferior quality, and 
the sale of those on joint account with buscones, not exceeding the sum of 
44184 7; the value from both these sources, I presume, will not more than 
cover the amount of the mine memoria and the reduction expenses ; and to 
this already discouraging aspect, there is not a single point or working in the 
mine which indicates immediate improvement. On the other hand, this 
somewhat sudden change may be productive of benefit to the association, by 
persuading the Sardaneta family of the necessity they still have to protect 
their interests in the mine by a new contract of avio with the company.

The difference of character existing between the different nations 
of Europe is remarkably exemplified in the progress which railway 
communication is making at the present time among them, and in 
the mode in which this new and extraordinary system is being 
carried into effect. Prominent no less in the arts of peace than in 
the achievements of war, our own country has decidedly taken the 
lead, and, with the single exception of the United States, which, 
with characteristic energy, has even outstripped ourselves (al- 
though certainly under circumstances far more favourable), she 
has in this, as in other instances, set an example to the whole 
world, of the rapidity with which the most refined inventions of 
art or science may be rendered available to the practical neces- 
sities of mankind, and made subservient to the national welfare. 

The difference between England and France is in this respect 
extremely striking, and it may not be uninteresting briefly to re- 
mark upon it. Notwithstanding the shortness of the period which 


has elapsed since the Manchester and Liverpool Railway first 
proved the immense advantages arising from this mode of commu- 
nication—proved it at least to such an extent as to attract the vast 
amount of capital to this new mode of investment, without which 
no progress whatever could be made in it—short as this period has 
been, what stupendous undertakings have been projected, and how 
considerable a portion of many of them has been actually carried 
into effect. In the course of another year or two, railway commu- 
nication will have extended its sphere of action from the metropolis 
to some of the most remote portions of the kingdom, embracing 
many of our most important provincial towns, and almost uniting 
them with London in one vast emporium of commerce and manu- 
facture. The powerful results of the system are already beginning 
to develope themselves throughout the country, and in the course 
of no distant period, they promise to arrive at a state of maturity. 

If we now turn to France, how differently we shall find that 
country situated—quite as much has there been said and written on 
the railway system as here, but, on the other hand, how little has 
been done. Magnificent schemes have, it is true, been traced on 
paper, but so far from having been begun, it has been almost to 
the present moment a subject of animated discussion in what 
manner, or by what parties, they shall be carried into effect—whe- 
ther they shall be the work of government, or whether individuals 
shall be trusted with their execution. 

That railway communication is the legitimate offspring of private 
enterprise, and that individuals are fully competent to the task, 
is most triumphantly attested by what is now passing in this 
country. Not more than a few weeks have elapsed since we no- 
ticed the opening of the London and Birmingham Railway—the 
most stupendous work of the kind—for two-thirds of its whole 
length, since then we have been enabled to announce the ap- 
proaching partial opening of the Great Western Railway (adver- 
tised fer Monday, the 4th of June), and within the last week the 
London and Southampton Railway has been opened for a consi- 
derable distance under the most favourable auspices, and with a 
full assurance of the early completion of the remaining portion of 
the work. 

The successful progress of the Southampton Railway is the 
more encouraging, as this Company has had to struggle with con- 
siderable difficulties from the very commencement of its career, 
and it may well be a source of congratulation to its friends and 
supporters, among whom we are pleased to observe his Royal 
Highness the Duke of Sussex:1s included, that, notwithstanding 
every obstacle which the undertaking has met with, the perse- 
verance and upright conduct of the Company and its management 
have finally triumphed, and have now brought the concern into a 
forward and satisfactory cond:tion. 








The present position of tl Tin Mines of Cornwall, with refer- 
ence both to the Duchy duty and to the admission of Banca tin, 
is such as to demand the earnest attention of all who ate interested 
in this most ancient branch of our mining industry; and we are 
pleased to find that many influential gentlemen having such an in- 
terest, are not only sensible of this truth, but are aetive and at 
their posts, zealously endeavouring to avert the evils by which our 
Tin Mines are now threatened. 

The state in which these mines have for some time been placed, does 
not appear to us by any means satisfactory ; they have long been de- 
pressed, and although slightly improved, are even now by no means 
flourishing ; while, should an alteration of duty take place, admitting 
a free importation of Banca tin, their prospects will become still more 
gloomy, and the labouring tinner, ill requited as he already is for 
the toil and privations incident on his occupation, wiil be placed in 
a position which it is deplorable to consider. When the finan- 
cial measures of Government involve consequences of so much im- 
portance, both to a most deserving labouring population, and to a 
large amount of vested capital, they merit the strictest inquiry on the 
part of the Legislature; and strong indeed should be the case 
made out on the other side, which should induce a wanton or un- 
necessary interference with one of the most ancient and legitimate 
occupations in the kingdom. In the present instance we do not 
believe it possible for such a case to be brought forward, and we 
do hope the exertions which are being made, will have the effect 
of preventing the serious evils which we have pointed out, and 
which it is too evident are by no means imaginary. 








The successful accomplishment of so important an object as the 
navigation of the Atlantic by steam, may well be consideredya 
source of congratulation to this great maritime and commercial 
country. The distance which separates the New World from the 
Old, has now virtually suffered a vast reduction, and the most 
satisfactory results will, doubtless, follow this approximation of 
the inhabitants of Europe with those of America. ‘The establish- 
ment of steam communication with India will, we trust, next be 
effected, to the mutual advantage of ourselves, and the enormous 
population of our Eastern possessions.

Tue ExportaTion oF THE Precious Metars.—The exportation of

Sr. Pererssurcu, May 5.—An imperial ukase enjoins all inspectors 
of ironworks in the Russian empire to give the iron which they manufac- 
ture the Asiatic form instead of the English form, which they have hitherto 
given it. This order is founded on the great market for Russian iron 
which has just been opened for Asia. The government, to set the exam- 
ple, has ordered all the iron manufactured in the crown establishments to 
have the Asiatic form, and send it to Trebisond and Astrachan, the two 
chief places through which the trade with Asia is carried on.—Journal de 
Frankfort. 

The arrival of the Great Western steam-ship, on her return from her 
first trip to the United States, has created no small degree of interest ; 
inasmuch as it has proved that more difficulties have been conquered, in 
the way of closely uniting the commercial and friendly relations of 
the old and the new country. It has also proved the supremacy of British 
navigation, which, under the influence of science, has,’for ages, caused 
her gallant barques to walk the seas of the whole world, as though ‘‘ they 
were things of life ;’’ but it also has proved that British merchants, in all 
their enterprises, are desirous of cultivating the good-will of those who 
desire to compete with them in all the arts of commerce that have and will 
tend most powerfully to the civilisation of the whole world. The Great 
Western lett New York on the 7th instant, thus making the voyage in 
fifteen days. She brought over sixty-eight cabin passengers, at thirty- 
five guineas a head, the largest number of cabin passengers that ever came 
across the Atlantic in one ship. She has also upwards of 20,000 post 
letters, and a cargo of cotton, indigo, silks, &c. By the index on the 
machinery of the Great Western, we perceive her wheels made 273,000 
revolutions. The stroke of the engine is seven feet, agd thus the two 
pistons performed 1400 miles on the voyage. During her voyage home 
she encountered head winds nine days out of the fifteen, and on one occa- 
sion a severe gale, yet she accomplished seven and a half knots during its 
greatest severity, with the wind directly in her teeth, and completed her 
voyage to King-road in fourteen days and seventeen and a half hours, her 
engines averaging from seventeen to nineteen strokes a minute, and with 
a consumption of less than @ ton of coal per hour.

The works, which have been for some time ia progress at Dover, are pro- 
ceeding in the most satisfactory manner. Tre tunnel, in particular, behind 
the Shakspeare Chiff, is advancing rapidly. The chalk through which it is 
carried proves to be of the most compact description; and no doubt is now 
entertained that the tunnels will be secure throughout without the expense of 
brick-work. 

The line is completely set out in the neighbourhood of Tunbridge, and con- 
tracts have been entered into for the purchase of a great part of the land in 
that district. When these are completed, the works will be commenced there 
immediately. 

Referring to the clause in the Brighton Act to which ailus1on was made in 
the last half-yearly report, the directors beg to state that, as they considered 
the existence of a good understanding between this company and the Brighton 
Railway Company would be advantageous to both, they offered to the latter 
an equal participation in the property, rights, and profits, and equal control 
in the management of that portion of the liae which is the subject of the 
clause. They did this under a conviction that, although they might, to some 
extent, modify the privileges conferred on this company by the Legislature, 
yet such concession wouid be sufficiently counterbalanced by the union oi 
interests which would be effected by it; and, in order to place the arrange- 
ment on the mos€ equitable footing, your directors proposed that this company 
should contribute one half of the expenses of constructing this important 
portion of the line. To this proposal, however, the directors of the Brighton 
Company did not accede ; and your directors, feeling that any further con- 
cessious ou their part would be prejudicial to the interests of this company, 
the negotiation terminated without any result ; and this company, therefore, 
still retains the full power of purchasing the upper portion of the Brighton 
Line as far as Earlswood Common, as secured to it by Parliament. 

The directors have now to advert to an arrangement which has been en- 
tered into with the promoters ofa line of railway through Dorking, Horsham, 
Arundel, and Chichester, to Portsmouth, joining also the South-Eastern 
Line at a poiut to the south of the Surrey chalk range. 

This line has been brought forward under the superintendence of Messrs. 
Stephenson; and it has been arranged (subject to the sanction of the pro- 
prietors) between your directors, oa the one part, and Messrs. Crawshay, 
Routh, Murray, and Bordier, representing the promoters of the Portsmouth 
line, on the other part—that a union of interests shall take place, for the 
purpose ultimately of carrying into effect the whole of these extensive projects 
by one united company. 

It must be observed, that although the details of this arrangement are set- 
tled between the parties in a manner entirely satisfactory to both, yet that 
the same are conditional on the sanction of Parliament to the act for estab- 
lishing the London and Portsmouth Line; and it is distinctly agreed that 
the South-Eastern Company shall bear no part of the expense of the pro- 
ceedings in Parliament, or otherwise in obtaining such sanction. In the 
meantime the union of interests will, by the interchange of directors, and by 
mutual co-operation and assistance, in all respects, be rendered as complete 
as the circumstances of the case will admit. 

The directors anticipate no difficulty ia obtaining the assent of the proprie- 
tary to this arrangement when the time arrives to ask for 1t. They entertain 
a confident expectation that the combined project will prove of the utmost 
benefit to all the parties concesned, not only by bringing an accession of 
traffic, but by the saving of expense, necessarily consequent on divided inte- 
rests ; and it is one of the conditions of the union, that the Brighton Rail- 
way Company shall be admitted to join in it, if that body shall so determine. 

Referring to the resolution of the last half-yearly meeting, on the subject 
of the shares, the directors beg further to state, that,,in pursuance of the au- 
thority then given, they made arrangements with some of the holders of scrip 
certificates, for consolidating the same intoa smaller uumber. By this pro- 
cess the registration has been completed to an amount exceeding the capital 
necessary to execute the whole of the line from the south side of the Surrey 
Chalk Range to Dover. 

‘The shares thus brought back have become forfeited, and the directors 
have determined that, as the capital represented by them will only be required 
for the purchase of the upper portion of the Brighton line, no re-issue shall 
be made, unless under the authority of a resolution passed at a general meet- 
ing of the proprietors. 

The state of the accounts up to the 18th May inst., will be seen by the 
halance-sheet annexed to the report, from which it appears that a balance of 
26,373/. 1s. 9d. remaias at the disposal of the company. 

‘The directors have to regret the retirement of tueir late able and excellent 
chairman, Mr. Grenfell, from the chair. The arrangements made by that 
gentleman for his future residence in Liverpool being incompatible with the 
active duties devolving on the chairman, he has resigned that office. The 
directors have, however, great pleasure in stating, that he will still retain his 
seat in the direction, and they anticipate much beuefit from his co-operation in 
immediate communication with the large body of sharcholders resident in 
Liverpool. 

la pursuance of the 9ist Section of the Act of Incorporation, one fourth 
of the directors appointed at the first general meeting of proprietors in No- 
vember, 1836, now go out of office ; and it will be for this meeting to elect, 
from the proprietors, three persons duly qualified to act as directors.

The annual géneral meeting of the shareholders of this company was held 

at the George and Vulture Tavern, on Wednesday, the 23d inst. 
B. Woop, Esq., in the chair, 

The directors’ report submitted, appeared to be an epitome of the steps 
the directors had taken towards the prosecution of the objects of the com- 
pany ; of the steps that Mr Matthews had taken, in his capacity of captain 
at the works, and the result of such measures in respect of the property—it 
was voluminous and minute, and summed up the labours of the directors, 
by stating that the objects of the company had been ‘ wholly neglected,’’ 
and that the statements put forward in the prospectus could not be borne out 
by facts ; that the accounts they received from Mr. Matthews were inexplica- 
ble, and that no gold had been discovered upon the works. 

A lengthy correspondence of Mr. Matthews’s was read, andthe CHAIRMAN 
gave the following summary of Mr. Matthews’s proceedings :—That he had 
been in the first place directed by the management in London and Mr. 
Deacon to carry on the works of the company in the present bed of the river— 
diverting its eourse—instead of this he had limited his operations to the old 
and dry bed of the river, and especially to a shaft termed the ‘* trial pit.’”’ It 
should, however, be observed, that Mr. Matthews had not arrived yet at the 
bottom of this pit, stili leaving hopes—now he had prosecuted the works 
here further in depth than they had ever been before, making various ex- 
periments, and the conclusion was, that the ground was not worth one 
penny, and that the flattering hopes held forth in the prospectus could not be 
borne out by the trials made. 

Mr. Deacon argued that it was not to be expected that any discovery of 
gold would be made till they had arrived at the bottom of the pit. He had 
not in the least altered his opinion with respect to the property—and he con- 
sidered that when the tools and other necessary implements came to Mr. 
Matthews’s hands, he would be able to work his way tothe bottom of the pit, 
and he entertained no doubt that when he did come to the shelf of rock, that 
a rich auriferous deposit would be discovered. 

After some immaterial discussion, the CHAIRMAN resolved the state of 
the case into two heads. 1. That the objects of this company had not been 
carried out. 2. That the old river, being more effectually tried than ever it 
had been before, was found to be valueless, and proved that what had been 
put forth in the prospectus was without foundation ; he, for his part, con- 
sidered that if the gold (which was there put forth to be in a state of exist- 
ence) was to be found ia the pit, that it might be discovered a few yards 
from that pit—but if it could be found in that pit onty, he concluded that it 
had been placed there for the purpose of being taken out; from what the 
chairman stated, it appeared that about 1000/. was in the hands of the com- 
pany, against which would be all liabilities from the beginning of the year. 

Some conversation ensued, in which Mr. Nissor’s conduct was not highly 
spoken of. Mr. Matthews also appeared to have laid aside all instructions he 
had reccived from the directors, and to have acted on his own responsibility. 

A SHAREHOLDER thought that Mr. Matthews had not been treated with 
fairness by the directors ; he considered that they had not supplied him with 
money and tools as expeditiously as they ought, and read some letters, from 
which he learnt that ‘‘ poor Matthews ’’ (as he styled him), had been obliged 
to vend his garments for bodily sustenance. 

These objections, however, were set at rest by the CHAIRMAN, who satis- 
faetorily proved that ‘‘ poor Matthews"’ had been supplied with both money 
and tools as readily as was either necessary or consistent with prudence. 

The meeting was unable to determine how to act, when the report was, 
in the first place, received, and Mr. Wood and Mr. Park, the two directors 
retiring from office, had embodied a resolution for such purpose, but at the 
earnest request of the meeting were induced to remain in office till the next 
meeting, which it was determined should be held on the arrival of the first 
mail from the mines in July; the meeting being of opinion that by such time 
they should be better able to take decided steps as to the course they should 
pursue. 

Aresdlution having been passed, to the effect, ‘‘ That the dispatches should 
be opeued in the presence of some shareholders,’ thanks were voted to the 
chairman and directors, and the meeting adjourned.

lary, viz., 501. per anoum each. 
‘That an additional capital should be raised, of 5/. per share, for the effec- 
tual working of the mine, if required. 
That a deed of settlement be drawn up for the future regulation of the 
company. 
Mr. SAUNDERS rose, greatly surprised that the committee had not acted 
in accordance with the instructions they had received from the previous 
mecting, viz., to draw up a report—this they had not done; they recom- 
mended that 5/. per share should be calléd for, and they gave no reasons for 
their recommendation, he thought this irregular. 
Mr. C. Harvey (a member of the committee) said that he objected to the 
calling for 5/. per share—he wished the shareholders not to bind themselves 
to the payment of any sum ; he, however, was able to say that the mine never 
looked better than at present, and well deserved a further trial. 
Mr. SAUNDERS expected that the mine would have been inspected, and a 
report thereon presented to the meeting.

the past year, viz :—Buckingham’s diagonal-shaft has been cleared and re. 
paired about sixteen fathoms, also sunk twelve fathoms, where we are driy- 
ing east and west; at the forty-two; the forty-two fathom level is driveneast 
about twelve fathoms, and west about eight fathoms, all leaving backs to 
work on tribute at from 6s. to 10s. in the 1/. The thirty fathom level west 
has been cleared and repaired about ten fathoms ; also driven north and west 
about ten fathoms, and the thirty fathom level has been driven south (on 
Hodge’s cross-course) about forty. six fathoms. In this cross-cut we have 
cut three branches—the first about twenty-six fathoms (south from Buck- 
ingham’s lode), on which we have driven about thirteen fathoms east; the 
second about twenty-nine fathoms, on which we have driven about ten fa- 
thoms east; and the third abont thirty-four fathoms, on which we have 
driven about ten fathoms east. All these branches have produced ores of 
good quality, and left backs to work on tribute at from 5s. to 10s. in the 1, 
The thirty fathom level east has been cleared and repaired thirty-five fa- 
thoms, also driven twenty fathoms on Buckingham’s lode; the lode in this 
end has proved poor, but looks more favourable to the east of the little cross- 
course than west ; it is now about fifteen inches wide, and is a good.looki 
gossan, spotted with black ores.

At Rose- 
lobby we have sunk Wilkinson’s engine-shaft about twenty-five fathoms du- 
ring the past year (it is now down thirty-six fathoms from surface) ; the lode 
in the shaft is rather increasing in size, being above three feet wide, inter- 
spersed with black and grey ores; in the western end there is a branch of 
good ores, about six inches wide, which appears to incline eastward, and has 
a very promising appearance. The deep adit has been driven north twenty 
fathoms, also west on the Great Gossan lode (the lode we are sinking Wil- 
kinson’s engine-shaft on) about twenty-five fathoms ; the ground is improved 
here, so that we calculate driving three to four fathoms per month.

The elevation 
will not appear so offensive when its sides are clothed with verdure as it 
does at present, but it must be admitted that if the viaducts and bridges

Lonvon ann Greenwicu Rattway.—On Thursday last the in- 
habitants of Deptford entertained at the Red Lion Tavern, Mr. George 
Walters, the projector, and until recently, the resident director of the 
Greenwich Railway Company, for the purpose of presenting him with a 
silver chalice, as a memorial of the high sense they entertained of the great 
advantages arising to the neighbourhood by the formation of that railway. 
After a very complimentary address from the chairman (Mr. Leeson), on 
presenting the chalice, Mr. Walter returned thanks inanable and energetic 
reply, and the conviviality of the meeting continued to a late hour. It is

Greenwicn Ratwar.—About 500 men are working (often night and 
day) to complete the railway into Greenwich, which is expected to be 
about the end of next month. : 

Derrrorp Pirr anp Juncrion Ramway.—A Proposition has been 
made to purchase this pier and railway to unite with the steam docks, and 
to commence immediately the excavating for that purpose. 

RAILROADS IN France.—Some disappointment is expressed in the 
ministerial journals that the minister of commerce failed to bring forward, 
during the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, on Tuesday, the railway 
bills which were expected from him. The Dévats, in particular, reminds 
the minister that the session is fast advancing towards its close, and that 
any further delay may have the effect of postponing the commencement of 
these important constructions until the next year. 

Tre Briegnron RatLroap.—On Thursday, 24th inst., the first brick 
of this important undertaking was laid on Clayton summit, by Mr. 
Creasy. The building is a tower or observatory, for the purpose of over- 
seeing the line ; there will be one also at Baleombe, and a third on the 
Merstham summit, taking in the whole. These towers have each a tower 
within them, in which is an apparatus that secures the direction of the 
tunnels, and during the progress of the work the whole line is under the 
observation of the three resident engineers.— Brighton Gazette.
